These wretches 
do not seruple to. interfere with the conduct 
of public business, if they consider that 
their interests are suffering: The only 
other resource of the impecunious appointee 
is to borrow from the Shan Si Bankers,

seourity at a fixed rate, (Ju +n = FP; 
that is, they first deduct 10 per cent. from 
the amount lent, and then demand interest 
on the full hundred at the rate of three 
per cent. a month, or thirty-six per cent. 
ayear, The discount is deducted in order 
to evade the’ Law against excessive interest. 
Three per cent. a’ month is what the pawa~

THE GREAT FORGERY CASE IN 
i 5 A 


We are enabled to give, in anothor 
column, full particulars-of the arrest of 
Fajita Denzaburo, the well-known Osaka 
contractor, and one of bis partners, Nakano 
Goiohi. The charge upon which they have 
been apprebended, it is now known, is the 
counterfeiting of Daij -kuwan-satsu ; cr, 
more properly, the uttering of satsu, re- 
sembling. the government. satsu, made in 
Germany. So farasis known at present, 
the counterfeit paper is of four denomina- 
tions, 2, 5, 10, and 50 yen, but it is thought 
that other kinds representing much ‘higher 
values bave aleo been put into circulation. 
The total amount manufactured is put at 
three millions of yen, and the way in which 
the’ satsu were obtained is-thus explained 
by one of, our Osaka contemporaries. 
Several years ago, the Japanese government 
made arrangements with a house: in 
Germapy for~the production: of a large 
quantity of pee, At that timo, 
an. official who was sent to Europe to take 


8 | delivery of it purchased a set of the 


machinery with which it was printed for 
himself—at a cost, it is said, of upwards of 
30,000 yen. This machinery,’ which was 
used for making 2 yen saisu, he kept in 
Germany. On his return to Japan, he, 
with 20 others, raised some moro money, 
and the paper-money ‘counterfeited in 
Geamany was got over to this country. 
This was in November or December, 1876, 
and in the beginning of the following year 


‘the confederates began to put the paper |- 


in circulation, The Satsuma rebellion was 
then going on, and it was considered an 
excellent opportunity io get rid of it, 
Fujita, who was one of the party, having

Though the first instalment of it was 
received via Galle by one of the leading im- 

rters, ‘but a few éhests wore. moved off at 

570; whilst upon the receipt of supplies by 
the direct steamers, a lower scale of rate - 
was submitted to, but not attracting much 
attention from the native dealers on account 
of the weight of the drug being lighter. 
This is no Soubt attributable to the policy 
of the Indian Government in keeping up* 
alarge reserve for years regardless of the 
condition of the drug, as a chest, of Bengal 
drug is now no longer taken delivery of 
without’ its contents being examined, In 
Old Patna a good business has been done, 
but without any improvement in tho rate, 
The day’s quotations are $555 for New, and 
$530 to $5324 for Old Patna, Old Benares 
has been pretty ably dealt in, but the rate 
for it: has weakened at the closc, with a 
large stock in the importers’ hands,
